The Girls’. Training Institute 
in Madras, India, illustrates 
one of the Unitarian. Service 
Committee's main principles: 
Help. others help themselves. 

Dr. -Lotta Hitschmanova, 
executive director of the USC, 
started the institute in Ma- 
dras in 1961. Now it is being 
run completely by’ Indians. 
The Indian government has 
even imitated USC courses in 
a new state-wide girls’ train- 
ing program. 

Before the USC* moved in, 
Indian girls had no vocational 
institutes; 

“In 1961 I visited India and 
I noticed how there _were 
vocational courses for boys 
and none for girls,’’ said Dr, 
Hitschmanova., 

“India needed housekeepers 
for rich families and. diplo- 
mats, yet there was no 


training school for them," she 
said. ; 

“No one was teaching girls 
how to ‘cook Western and 
Eastern food.’’ 4 

Twenty-five girls studied at 
the institute the first year it 
opened. “Girls who. wouldn’t 
make it academically,’ were 
admitted, said Dr. Hitschma-\ 
nova, 

“From the first year it was 


a success, and USC-trained 
girls npre always placed 
easily.’ 

In 1964, the-—-USC turned 


over the institute to Mary 
Clubwalla Jadhav, the ‘“dy- 
namic” leader of the USC 
partner agency in Madras. 

On-a recent visit to the 
institute, Dr. Hitschmanova 
was pleased to find things 
running smoothly and an 
increased number of courses, 
Dr, Hitschmanova remem- 


‘bers Martha, one of. the 

training institute's first pupils. 

“She was so. shy , and 
awn,'’ she said. 

“Until she_ started working 
at the ‘bread <Unit in the 
institute -her future wasn't 
good, but now she is a happy, 
normal teen-ager,’ she said.

The Middle East Cauldron 


S WEST FACES A DOUBLE. 


‘hazard in the Arab-Israeli non- 
war which has kept Middle East 
borders tense and sometimes under 
fire ever since the June conflict of 
last year. There has always been 
the danger that full-scale fighting 
in the area could draw in the major 
powers as combatants and result in 
a world conffiet, Now there is the 
added fear that Russia might move 
quickly to quench Israeli military 
threats on the grounds that secur- 
ity is necessary on the Soviet Un- 
ion’s “southern borders.” _ 

That phrase was used yesterday 
ip a warning published in Pravda 
and brought a new chilMto the West. 
In describing the troubled area in 
the Eastern Mediterranean, as “di- 
rectly adjoining our southern bord- 
ers” Moscow takes a little liberty 
with geography. But the comment 
may be interpreted as fair warning 
that -Russia considers the Middle 
East to-be within its sphere of in- 
fluence... Already a.large Soviet fleet 
is in the Mediterranean, apparently 
on a permanent basis. The United 
States Sixth Fleet has been told to 
leave the area because the Ameri- 
cans are “outsiders.” 

And. recent events in Czecho-- 
slovakia proved that if Moscow fears 
its border defences to be imperiled, 
no consideration of domestic or 
foreign opinion will deter’ it from 
taking drastic_action. 

The latest move is one of a 
series of Soviet actions — both dip- 
lomatic and military. — to empha- 
size: the Russian presence in the 
area and to display an increasingly 
possessive posture. Moscow’s res- 
toration of Egyptian armaments has 
continued to a point beyond pre- 


June strength, and warnings to Is- 
rael have become sharper. It is al- 
most impossible to prove whether 
Israelis or.Arabs are the prime 
movers in the continual border in- 
cidents — each ‘side blames the 
other and claims it is only retaliat- 
ing — but it is not difficult to be- 
lieve that many of the Arab for- 


ays may be spurred by the thought © 


Id step in and -bail 
the Arabs out if things escalated too 
swiftly and a real war flared again. 
In Egypt alone, Russia is now be- 
lieved to have large numbers ‘of 
“advisers,” most of them military. 

These developments have caused 
the-United States to urge the Israe- 
lis and Arabs to cool their border 
skirmishes and put more effort into 
effecting a peaceful settlement. The 
danger of a take-over by Russia, in 
the interests of security and peace, 
are clear. The West would not risk 
a world war to rescue Czechoslo- 
‘vakia. Will it feel able to undertake 
the same risk to save Isrqel if the 
latter becomes Russia’s scapegoat? 
Last spring it was the fate ofa 
Soviet satellite at stake. But active 
Russian intervention in the Mediter- 
ranean would mean far more than 
bottling up or destroying Israel. 

It would mean that a substantial 
part of the globe — and a key part 
at that — had been taken into the 
Russian Communist orbit and plac- 
ed under Moscow’s protection. The 
whole East-West equation would 
immediately assume a vastly differ- 
ent aspect, a whole new phase of in- 
ternational relations would . open, 
and the. quivering thumb poised 
over The Button would again be- 
come the symbol of the world’s life 
expectancy. 


A Short Step Forward 


" ieshomrecp mez DEBATE WAS 
aroused last spring when the 
federal government introduced an 
amendment to the criminal code 
which would liberalize the abortion 
law. A measure allowing therapeu- 
tic abortions did not reach a vote 
before Parliament was dissolved for 
the election but is expected to be 
re-introduced shortly. It is interest- 
ing to note that while Canada has 
been hesitating on the issue, some 
countries have moved ahead. 


Therapeutic abortion, with vary- 
ing legal safeguards, now is approv- 


——~ed if 30 U.S. states, as well as in 


Britain, Denmark, Sweden and Ja- 
pan. A recent report from Australia 
indicates that country is also well 
on the way toward legislative 
changes, at the-urging of a state 
medica] association. Abortions are 
_ legal in Canada now only to save the 
life of the mother. The proposed 
criminal code change would allow a 
special hospital commission to ap- 
prove abortion where continuation 


of a pregnancy would be likely to 
“endanger her. life or health.” This 
definition would include both physi- 
cal and mental health. 

This would undoubtedly be an 
improvement over the present situ- 
ation, but there are many. who be- 
lieve further relaxation of the law 
is desirable. Abortion necessitated 
by rape, probable deformity, or 
similar causes is frequently men- 
tioned. In spite of the fact they are

At best the Soviets have constructed 
an ambiguity from which other am- 
biguities may evolve to bemuse and 
confuse the people. But the mood of the 
occupied is to test the ambiguities before 
they can proliferate . . . The difference 
between co-operation and collaboration is 
defined as the difference between those 
who say “everything is allowed that is 
not definitely forbidden’® and those who 
assert “everything is illegal that is not 
described in writing as permissible.”

The official posture is to interpret the 
presence of the troops as narrowly as 
possible, They warn that it is imprac- 
tical to be openly critical of Moscow or 
to contemplate a future of decreasing 
deference to the socialist camp and the 
Communist .party. But within _ those 
limits officials talk as if they mean to 
get on with the business of building ‘‘en- 
lightened socialism.” 

“We have adjusted to the reality 
which exists,” said one top official, ‘‘and 
if the reality stays the same, we should 
be able to have stable government. But if 
the reality changes, we will have to 
adjust again or give up our power.”

The Globe 


T’S a kind of warmed-over bomb 
; that Premier W. A. C. Bennett of 
British Columbia dropped last week 
about taking the Yukon and a big chunk 
of the Northwest Territories. into British 
Columbia. He™presented a full-dress 
proposal to much the same effect at a 
B.C.-Yukon-Alaska conference in 1964, 
and he’d been going on about it four 
years before that. Mr. Bennett has 
always been consistent about his empire . 
building. He hasn't been unsuccessful 
about it, either: northern British Colum- 
bia has developed a lot under his 
direction. 

There are doubtless several reasons 
why Mr. Bennett proposes to put his 
demand for the extension of British 
Columbia to the Arctic into his brief to 
the federal-provincial - conference at 
Ottawa. ' 

For one thing, he means it. There are 
splendid resources up there in the 
Northland which he would like to tap and 


already his Pacifie Great Eastern Rail-.- 


way is pressing close to Yukon border. 
For another, the idea has been received 
with some favor by the Yukon. The 
16,000 people: of the territory are anxious 
to form Canada’s 11th province. But they 
also know that Ottawa will not now or in 
the near future create another have-not 
province. Union would give them the 
rights of provincehood and perhaps hitch 
them-prosperously-to-the-boomer that is 
British Columbia. ; 

Then too, of course, Mr. Bennett 
won’t want to be the only Premier at the 
conference without a bag of trouble for 
Ottawa. He isn’t going to let Premier 
John Robarts and Premier Jean-Jacques 
Bertrand hog all. the limelight. 

All that being taken into account, it 
must also be admitted that there is 
nothing preposterous in his proposal. As 
we said when he was hawking the idea

‘They 
never have been, Ontario started out as 
only a fraction of what it is now; so did 
Quebec. 

Take even today. Northern Ontario is 
far from certain that it was smart to 
have joined the rich, greedy South; it 
has voiced notions of setting up an llth 


peculiar northern problems. 

Quebec has by no means accepted the 
court’s decision that Labrador belongs to 
Newfoundland; and both ‘Newfoundland.

The three Maritime provinces are 
actually in the process of studying union. 
This is all as it should be, for we are not 
yet an old enough or populous enough 
country to -settle into rigid boundaries. 
Most of the boundaries we now have 
were drawn on paper without much 
relationship to people (there were so few 
of them around), with little relationship 
to geography, and no rélationship to 
economics at all. eats 

It may be, as.Mr. Bennett contends, 
that some provinces are too small, or, as 
Northern Ontario intermittently con- 
tends, that some provinces are too large. 
It may be that our future will be rightly 
ordered as five provinces, or as 50, 


Ottawa Sluggish 


One thing must in justice be borne in 
mind. Ottawa has not done very well by _ 
the Yukon and the Northwest Territories. 
This is partly because there are so few 
people there — only 46,000 — and the 
area_is so vast. The Northwest Terri- 
tories themselves cover an area larger 
than the Maritimes, Quebec, Ontario and 
Manitoba combined. 

But it is aiso-a-fact that until recently 
Ottawa has been as stodgy, as paternal - 
=yes, as imperialistic—in dealing with 
the two ‘territories as it has been in 
dealing with the Indians and Eskimos 
who live there. Arthur Laing, as Minister 
of Northern Development began to 
introduce more democracy, and more 
economic’ development. The present 
Minister, Jean.Chretien, plans a number 
of other reforms, but he admits that 
provincehood is still-in the distance. 

Mr. Bennett's proposal cannot be 
considered in the context of the North as 
a whole. Yet in that context it must be 
considered. It is possible that a united 
British Columbia, Yukon and even that 
slice of the Northwest Territories Mr. 
Bennett would carve off, would have 
unique capacity for development. It lies 
between the United States and Alaska, 
and the United States might not be 
unhappy to be. joined to Alaska by 
highways and pipelines. Resource de- 
velopment ‘could follow such projects, as 
it has followed Mr. Bennett's railway 
and power lines. = 

It is possible, too, that: British 
Columbia, so extended (it would be far; 
larger than any other province), would 
eventually become unmanageable — a 
country itself — rather than a part of a 
federation.

But if Montini felt Pius had treated him badly he did not 
show it; on the contrary, he has always hotly defended his 
old master’s reputation — particularly over the extermination 
of the Jews. 

At Milan, Montini set about establishing himself as the 
unquestioned successor to Pope John. He organized a massive 
campaign against the communist unions in the big factories, 
the success of which won him approving nods from the more 
conservative Italian prelates. 

He made friends with Enrico Mattei, Italy’s leading

AH his acts were carefully balanced: on the one hand he

When the good old man died, after a distressingly long 
agony, Montini played his cards coolly and well. Once inside 
the conclave, a cardinal is forbidden to make electoral 
promises to win votes (though this has been done); but there 
is nothing to stop him issuing a cautious manifgsto before it 
begins. 

The Friday after John died, Montini, preaching in his own 
cathedral, said: ‘‘John has shown Us some paths which it will 
be wise to follow.

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uebec No Longer Provinces’ Big Gun

OTTAWA — Tough -talk 
from at least one’ provincial 
capital is. no novelty at the 
approach of a fed@Pal-provin- 
cial conference like. the mid- 
month meetings on the consti- 
tution and tax sharing. 

The difference this time is 
that an unusually mild Quebec 
is being “made up for by 
unusually tough sounds from 
other provincial capitals, 
especially Toronto: and Winni- 
peg. 

Typically, in - this. year’s 
turnabout in federal-provincial 
relations; it was Manitoba’s 
industry and commerce.min- 
ister, Sidney Spivak, not his 
Guebeec counterpart, who 
promised’ his province would 
raise a’ storm at the Ottawa 
conference: 

e language from. Toronto 
has been more ‘restrained but 
the message. has . been. the 
same, 


The explanation for the 
switch goes back to Prime 
Minister Trudeau’s election 
success in Quebec last June. 


DEPENDED ON QUEBEC 

Until’ then, © provinces » like 
Manitoba “and Ontario, close 
allies of Quebec in federal- 
Provincial confrontations, had 
reason to believe they could 
safely leave the main assault 
to Quebec. 

Since 1966, Ottawa had been 
determined ‘to treat all prov- 
ineces alike. So anything Que- 
bec got, other provinces could 
count on getting too. 

And since it was an article 
of faith that no federal 
government could. challenge a 
Quebee government head-on 
and still win the next election 
it looked like sound strategy 
tor other provinces to line up 
their positions with Quebec’s 
and count on Quebec's’ im- 
Pregnability as their main 
defence. 

No -other province dare 
make serious threats about 
pulling out of Confederation if 
it did not get what it wanted. 
But Quebec could do it for 
them, secure in the belief that 
Quebec-first nationalism 
would tie the loyalty of its 
voters on the provincial side. 

The benefits for Quebec's 
allies in this common provin- 
vial front were obvious, As 
the only province with its own 
“nationalism,’”’ Quebec gave 
the provincial team armor no 
other province could match. 

But there was something in 
it for Quebec too. By frequent 


reference to its allies in other 
provinces, Quebec nationalism 
could make its effort to 
destroy the- eredibility-of-the 
federal government in Quebec 
first 2ssential step toward a 
more independent s t a tu's — 
scund less radical and less 
dangerous than it, would if 
Quebec had been alone. 

Tt made what was. essen- 
tially a Quebec-Canada_ con- 
Lict look like a more innocent 
federal-provincial - struggle. 

To defend its own defences, 
by - ensuring that French- 
epeaking Quebecers: would 
continue fo, look. to Quebec 
City -as. the only. govefnment 
they” could trust, Quebec was 
ready to resist ary federal 
initiatives that would have 
east..Ottawa in the role of 
defénder of French culture. 

At last February's federal- 
provincia! conference the late 
premier Dante] Johnson 
opposed. the. féderdl proposal 
for. a constitutional —bill of 
rights guaranteeing the two 
languages. 

SAME POSITION 

The Manitoba and Ontario 
delegations, who had”been in 
close consultation “with the 
Quebec representatives during 
the conference, took the same 
position as Quebec. 

Tt amounted to opposing a 
federal initiative that would 
have undermined Quebec-first 
nationalism - and weakened 
Quebec's claim to a special 
status. 4

supplied return postage for 
scrivenings that range from 
short shorts to novels. 

Enough times to make me 
realize that talent is more 
plentiful than’you might think, 
T’ve had the - pleasure of 
seeing these writings make it 
into print. 

But such _ break-throughs 
mark the exception to a rule 
with which I've grown wearily 


~ familiar. 


It is that the surest way io 
make an enemy is to comply 
with the request and offer an 
honest opinion. ; 

What the senders want, and 


- who can blame them, is to 


have their brain-children 
praised— not sent back with 
tonsils and adenoids removed. 


* 
«What hurts even—more, 
fiowever, is to get a submis- 
sion back from an editor’s 
office. with a’ rejection slip 
attached to it. 

These slips, in case you've 
never séen one, are~heart- 
breakingly polite. 

The editor regrets in one 
breath, and in the next 
assures you that the refusal 


implies no lack of merit in 
your material. 


By its say-nothing bland- 
ness, the rejection slip lends 
itself to all manner of specu- 
lations. Some of these solidify 
into beliefs of the ‘‘magic 
key” variety. 

“If I knew the editor, one 
such goes, he would give me a 
break. ‘ 

Not so. No editor who hopes 
to stay in business can afford 
to give breaks where his 
publishing lists are concerned. 
‘The best that friendship with 
an editor can ensure is 
(possibly) a faster reading 
and a nice letter instead of a 
rejection slip. But unless the 
script pleases, the answer will 
still be no. 

The literary agent holds no 
magic key, either. 

The best of this breed are 
as hard to please as ‘editors, 
and they rarely deal in 
unpublished writers. Be 
warned, too, that the woods 
are full of agents who promise 
—and extract reading fees 
for—far more than they're 
likely to produce.

We come now to the part of 
the much-repeated letter that 
deals With Mstraction. 

Absolutély the best instruc-° 
tion I can give to any would- 
‘be writer is this: _ 

Read! 

Read casually, for — fun. 
Read intently for information. 
Also, read critically, 

‘Most of all, read in those 
‘areas in which your writing 
interest lies. 

Then, instead of letting 
ideas slide in and out of your 
héad, .do. as ‘writers must. 
Grab one, and brood over it. 
Don't talk about it to anyone, 
even though the urge may 
become all but ‘irresistible. 

If you insist on talking out a 
story, play or novel idea, the 
chances of getting it down on 
Paper decreasgq with every 
word. 

Stew on it. Then sit down 
and begin to write, That's a 
punishirig job, and it never 
gets much easier, but it beats 
dreaming about how much 
you'd like to be a writer. 

And when the piece —is 
finished, make a list of all 
possible markets. Send it to 
each in turn, with postage for 
its home journey enclosed. 

If it keeps coming back, 
assume that it isn’t up to 
standard, and improve it or

Safety Week Message

EDUCATION: MARKED 
FOR BIG BUDGET HIKE?

British Columbia's minister 
of education may inadvert- 
ently have given away a 
budgetary ‘secret this-week, 


The possibility is that he let 
slip a treasury board estimate 
of an approximately $70 mil- 
lion increase in the education 
department’s share of the 
budget Premier Bennett will 
bring down in February. 

Adding up-.the ‘probable 
significance of his comments, 
it would appear that the 
eurrent year’s education de- 
partment estimates of $271.1 
million will be overspent by 
some $22 million in the 
government's crash program 
to fill some of. the gaps 
created by its widely resented 
school freeze.

Unitarian Theme Exemplitied 
By Girls’ Institute in India’ 


By SUSAN RILEY 

The Girls’ Training Institute 
in Madras, India, illustrates 
one of the Unitarian Service 
Committee’s main principles: 
Help others help themselves. 

Dr. Lotta Hitschmanova, 
executive director of the USC, 
started the institute’ in Ma- 
dras in 1961). Now it is being 
run completely by Indians. 
The. Indian government has 
even imitated USC courses in 
a new state-wide girls’ train- 
ing program. 

Before the USC. moved in, 
Indian girls has no vocational 
institutes. 

‘In_1961 I visited India and 
I_ noticed how there were 
vocational courses for boys 
and none for girls,’’ said Dr. 
Hitschmanova. 

“India needed housekeepers 
for rich families and diplo- 
mats, yet there was no. 


training school for them,” she 
said. : 


“No one was teaching girls 
how--to-—cook—Western and 
Eastern food.”* 

Twenty-five girls studied at 
the institute the first year it 
opened. ‘'Girls who wouldn’t 
thake it academically,"’ were 
admitted, said Dr. Hitschma- 
hova. 

“From the first year it was 
a success, and USC-trained 
girls are always. placed 
easily.’’ 

In 1964, the USC turned 
over the institute to Mary 
Clubwalla Jadhav, the ‘‘dy- 
namic’ leader of the USC 
partner agency in Madras. 

On a recent visit to the 
institute, Dr.- Hitschmanova 
was pleased to find things 
running smoothly and an 
increased number of courses, 

Dr. Hitschmanova remem- 


bers Martha, one of the 
training institute's first pupils. 


“Until she started working 
at the bread unit in ‘the 
institute her future wasn't 
good, but now she is a happy, 
normal teen-ager,"’ she said. 

The Institute helfed Martha 
but Dr. Hitschmanova says 
there are others still in need. 

“When I came back to 
Canada,’" she said, “I was 
told the USC should do more 
at home." 

“Sure we have our problems 
in this country where every 
fifth person lives in poverty,"’ 
she said. “But compared to 
India we live in a paradise, 
and few of us know how much 
it hurts te be hungry.”

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Quebec No Longer Provinces’ Big Gun!

OTTAWA, — Tough- talk — 
from. at least one provincial 
capital »is no. novelty at the 
approach of a federal-provin- 
cial conference like the mid- 
month meetings on the-consti- 
tution and tax sharing. 

The difference this time is. 
that an unusually miki Quebec 
is being made up for by 
unusually tough sounds from 
other provincial capitals, 
especially Toronto and Winni- 
peg. 

Typically, in this year’s 
turnabeut in federal-provincial 
relations, it was Manitoba's 
industry and commerce min- 
ister, Sidney Spivak, not his 
Quebec. counterpart, who 
promised his province would 
raise a storm at the Ottawa 
conference.

At least once each 
month, the same letter 
turns up in my mail. It 
comes in over different 
signatures; and with 
minor variations, but 
the message is always 


the same: 

“Tm .sure that with 
just a little instruction I 
could’ become a writer. 
If it isn’t too much to 
ask, will you read the 
sample enclosed and 
criticize it for me. What 
I want is your honest 
opinion.” 

In the course of beating out 
a-living on a series_of-hard- 
mouthed 
typewriters, I 
have received 
hundreds of 
versions of 
that. letter, 
and vetted 
the enclo- 
sures. This 
without fee. 

Also, more 
often than 

q ‘ not, I have 
supplied return postage for 
scrivenings that range from 
short shorts to novels. 

Enough times to make me 
realize that talent is more 
plentiful than you might think, 
I've had the pleasure of 
seeing, these writings make it 
into print. 

But such break-throughs 


» mark the exception to a rule 


with which I’ve grown wearily 
familiar. 

It is that the surest way 9 
make an enemy is to comply 
with the request and offer an 
honest opinion. 

What the senders want, and 
who can blame them, is_ to 
have their. brain-children 
praised — not sent back with 
tonsils and adenoids removed.

What hurts even more, 
however, is to get a submis- 
sian back from an’ editor’s 

wittr a rejection slip 
attached to it. 

These slips, in case you've 
never seen one, are theart- 
breakingly polite. 

The editor regrets in one 
breath, and in the next 
assures you that the refusal 
implies no lack of merit in 
your material. 

By its say-nothin -bland- 
ness, the rejection slip lends 
itself to all manner of specu- 
lations. Some of these solidify 
into beliefs of the “magic 
key” variety. 

If I knew the editor, one 
such goes, he would give me a 
break, 

Not so. No editor who hopes 
to stay in business can afford 
to givé~ bréaks where his 
publishing lists are concerned. 
The best that friendship with 
ah editor can ensure is 
(possibly) a faster reading 
and a nice letter instead of a 
rejection slip, But unless_ the 
script pleases, the answer will 
still be no. 

The literary agent holds no 
magic key, either - 

The best of this breed are 
as hard to please as editors, 
atid they rarely deal 
unpublished writers. Be 
warned, too, that the woods 
are full of agents who promise 
—and extract reading | fees 
for—far more than they're 
likely to produce.

We come now to the part of 
4ihe much-repeated letter that 
déals with instruction. 

Absolutely the best instruc- 
tion I can give to any would- 
be writer is—this: 

Read! 

Read casually, for fun.

Growth of the urban popula- 
tion and rising water needs of 
industry are other factors that 
will increase demand,” 

A text of Dr. Keenleyside’s 
address was released to re- 
porters in advance of delivery. 

“Misuse of water can, of 
course, be almost as detrimen- 
tal as an inadedatue supply,”’ he 
said,
